These principals are Walter Gibson, 


the chemist, Earl Adams, son of City

Adams. The two first named are at 
los Angeles, California, and the lat- 
ter is in this city. He only recently 
returned from the West. It was with 
ijm a Times representative talked 
•Jnis morning. 
He learned that the 


•trio while prospecting in Arizona dis- 
covered gold. Their claim is on what 
3s known as the placer ground, ninety 
jniles south of'Tucson and twenty 
miles from the border of old Mexico, 
jo what is known as the Horseshoe 
Isibin.

Mexicans have worked neighboring 
placers in a crude way. Their work- 
ings have been shallow, never to ex- 
teed twenty or thirty feet in depth.

indicates witliout the possibility of a 
floubt that deeper workings with the 
latest 
improved machinery 
would 


jtield richly. 
Some of these placers 


•Kfere worked before the time of the 
old Spanish missionaries who came 
through the vicinity in 1737. They 
:found considerable gold, and while 
working the placers 
taught 
the 


Indians Christianity. 
The Indians 


BOW in the vicinity are good workers 
and are very friendly to the whites. 
The gold" found is mostly coarse. 
The larger nuggets arc found im- 


. tedded in a formation of lime, under- 


lying the surface sand. This cement, 
as it is called, is very hard when first 
•uncovered, but it slacks on exposure 
So the air. 
Cn account of the neces- 


sity of crushing the cement and the 
dJtticulty of getting it out without 
ndequate tools the natives have never 
'tried to work the cement until very 
recently. Their mode of working is 
3o sink a small shaft itf the cement 
until a reddish -colored gravel is 
found, which is always rich in gold. 
AVheh this layer of gravel is reached 
tither shafts are put down and the 
"ravel between them 
taken 
out. 


"When the cement has decomposed by 
ixposure to the air and rains, . the 
jquaws work it over for nuggets. 
jSuggets weighing up to four hun- 
dred dollars have been taken out of 
ihese cement 
piles. 
While, these 


•workings are time-tried, they have 
laeen worked so crudely that only the 
surface has been touched and" bed- 
rock has never been reached. It is 
•reasonable to suppose tli'at gold in 
quantity will be.taken from bed-rock 
•when it is reached, and with the 
j>rdper means of handling all the ma- 
terial between the surface and bed- 
rock it 
will yield golcl in paying

MUSHROOMS. 


The Many Varieties and the Peculiari- 


ties of Growth. 


There are about 
four 
hundred 


varieties of fungus growth known as 
mushrooms. 
Of this large number 


but twelve or fifteen are poisonous 
and only two or three varieties that 
arc considered as deadly poison. 


These varieties grow among timber 


or bushes and arc the most attractive 
and handsomest of the many kinds 
which grow. B. F. Koyse exhibited 
a very peculiar sample at Seebohm's 
drug store a few clays ago, which at- 
tracted considerable attention on ac- 
count of its manner of growth, being 
what is commonly known as the 
"Fairy King" mushroom. 
These 


grow in circles, or rings, ranging 
from one to fifteen feet in diameter. 
These circles arc perfect in shape and 
the different sized circles have corres- 
pondirig'sizQS of the mushroom. 
Mr. 


Boyse had on bis place a few da3'S 
ago several of these rings, the largest 
measuring ten feet in diameter. The 
mushrooms forming this circle were 
all nearly the same size, being about 
four inches in diameter. These are 
not poisonous, but are not as highly 
flavored as some other varieties. The 
most palatable on account of their 
high flavor are'ihose having the pink 
underlining. 
Mushrooms "are 
used 


more for food 
in Southern Europe 


than any other country. They are 
gathered at the proper time and dried 
for winter use, as we dry fruit. 
The 


fungus growth commonly known in 
this country as puff-ba'lls, and by 
many considered poisonous,, are used 
for 
food in Southern France and 


Italy. . The outside skin being peeled 
olT, they are when sliced and frisd or 
boiled and made very palatable. 
In 


these 
countries 
mushrooms 
are 


frequently eaten raw, and persons 
almost any evening in proper season 
can be seen in the 
fields gathering 


them, stripping off the outside skin 
and eating them with 
as 
much 


relish as we would the fruits in the 
orchards. 
The mushroom would be 


used to a much greatei extent in this 
country 
if the people \\ere more 


familiar with the many varieties and 
the proper way of preparing them for 
the table.

Modern Greek peasants exchange a 


gold and silver wedding ring, and they 
drink wine frbm the same cup. But tho 
regular ritual of the Greek church or- 
dains that solemn betrothal precedes the 
actual marriage, in which are used gold 
aud silver wedding riugs blessed by 
the priest, the gold liug being given to 
the man, the silver »iug to the woman. 
The form of the espousal is then repeat- 
ed, aud the riugs are placed ou the right 
hands and theu exchanged that uo in- 
feriority may ho betokened by the wom- 
an wearing the silver riug aud also to 
indicate a common ownership of prop- 
Drty. 


Au Armeuiau mother usually chooses 


her daughter's husband. After all busi- 
ness preliminaries are settled between 
the families the bridegroom's mother, 
accompanied by a priest aud two ma- 
trons, visits the bride and gives her a 
ring iu tokeu of espousal, and with this 
ring tho couple are ultimately married. 
Ainoug the fishing communities very 
aucieut aud elaborate rings are used, 
aud they descend as heirlooms from 
generation to generation. 


In Japanese marriages arranged be- 


tween very young people the girl re- 
ceives a ring in evidence that the uuion 
is binding. In Malabar au old native 
custom seats both bride aud bridegroom 
ou a dais, and a relative washes the 
feet of the bridegroom with milk aud 
puts a silver riug ou the great toe of the 
right foot, fie theu bauds a gold riug

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THE BUSY LIFE 


Of the Late John R. Turner 


Pictured by a Friend, 


His Birth Place in "The Eastern 


-Shore of Old Virginia". 


What He Did in This County and How 


He Became Identified With Its 


Early Interests—Full Details. 


John R. Turner was born June 


25th, 1787, in Northampton county, 
Virginia, being the most southerly 
county of the two counties known as 
the '"'^astern Shore JoE Virginia." 
This settles the fact that he was de- 
scended from a family engaged in the 
oyster trade, which was a fact. 
His 


father, George Turner, .was a slave- 
holder and emigrated to the North- 
west territory with his children and 
slaves prior to the admission of the 
state. The first known of John R. 
Turner in Scioto county was in the 
year 1808, when he engaged in the 
business of teaching school, having 
qualified himself for that in the state 
of Virginia. Portsmouth,, was then 
but live years old and a collection of 
log cabins. John B. Turner located 
at Alexandria, which at that time 
was a most promising place. 
In 1810 


the clerk of the courts of Scioto 
county was Alexander Curran, who 
resigned rather than issue a warrant 
for- the arrest of Gen. Lucas, who, 
though a descendant 
of 
William 


Penn, had defied arrest, .which caused 
/both the clerk and the sheriff of the 
county to resign. There was a call 
for some one to take the 
office who 


had the courage to issue a warrant 
for the arrest of Gen. Lucas. John 
R. Turner, who was twenty-one years 
old and teaching school, offered to ac- 
cept tlie office, and did accept it, and 


board of county commissioners. The 
duties of this office corresponded with 
county auditor, and he held it until 
the office of county auditor 
was 


created in 1830. 


Mr. Turner was married twice. His 


first 
wife was the mother of his 


children. 
Her maiden 
name was 


Scarboro. I do not know his age 
when he was married, but it will ap- 
pear by the records of Scioto county. 
He had two sons—William, who died 
in boyhood, and George who grew to 
manhood, became a lawyer and also a 
territorial judge in Nevada and after- 
wards a practicing 'lawyer in San 
Fancisco. He married Jane Davey 
and committed suicide at the Lick 
House, in San Francisco, leaving 
wife and one daughter, whose name is 
now Allen, and who resides in Iowa. 
The daughters of John E.Turner were 
Caroline, who died in young woman- 
hood: Sarah, who 
married Jacot 


Jvliogman; Martha, who married an 
Alclrich: Mary Ann, who marred an 
Allen, 
and 
whose son married 


daughter of George Turner: Hester, 
who married Daniel Prcssler, 
and 


Nancy, who married Elza 
Jeffords, 


who 
became a congressman and 
n 


judge in Mississippi. 


On Mr. Turner's lot he always had 


a fine garden and fruit trees in which 
he took great pride and which he 
carefully attended and preserved. He 
was a prominent Metbodist. He or 
ganixed a class of four and became its 
leader at the time of his coming to 
.Portsmouth in 1808. In 1814 he was 
one of seven original members whc 
organized 
the present 
Methodis 


church in this city. 
He became a 


local minister in the church in 1810 
but in 1813, when a militia regimen 
was organized in Portsmouth, lie was 
its chaplain. 


While clerk of the courts he was 


also a master in chancery and master 
commissioner, and as such sold a 
great deal of real estate in the city 
at judicial sale. 
As a local minister 


he married more, persons than any 
other minister who has ever resided 
in this county. 


His second wife was Miss Sus~an 


Chenowitb, of Pike covmty,Ohio. She 
was a sister of the mother of Mr. 


his life time, lived largely on what 
IB raised in his garden on his lot, as 
did may other citizens of Portsmouth, 
Ohio, afc that time. While he did not 
cave a large estate he reared a large 
'amily and svas an 'excellent citizen 
and- died, leaving a fragrant memory 
behind him.

until the year 1851. Then he was 
elected for a single term 
of three 


years by a majority of one. The ap- 
pointment under the constitution of 
3802 was" for a seven years' term 
made by the court of common pleas. 


The judges who first appointed Mr. 


Turner as clerk were Robert 
F. 


Slaughter, president; John Collins, 
William Russell and William Kendall, 
associates. 
John R. Turner has a 


brother, Samuel Turner, who located 
in tiiis county at the same time he 
did. 
Samuel Turner was the fathei 


of William Turner, the well known 
West Side farmer and ex-county com- 
missioner. 
Joseph Turner, the col- 


ored man, who is engineer at Cuppett 
& Webb's saw-mill, is a son of Bettie 
Turner, who was one of the slaves of 
Joseph Tuiner, the father of John R. 
Turner. 


From 1810 to 1823 I was not able 


to learn where the clerk's office was 
kept, but from 1823 to 1837 it is 
said to have been kept in a small 
office on Front street, then standing 
on the lot where William Burt now 
resides. 
The present 
court house 


was erected in 1837, when all that 
part 'of the city north of Fourth 
street was in forest. 


On July 14th, 1*813, John R.Turner 


bought of Henry Massie, the founder 
of the city of Portsmouth, lot No. 113 
on Fronffstreet for 830. This lot svas 
82J£ feet front and 132 feet deep, and 
lies'just south of thelSt on^which Mr. 
George O. "Newman now resides. Mr. 
Turner built a house on this lot and 
it remains to this day and is now oc- 
cupied by Mrs. Zwick, standing on 
the east'side of the lot. 


Dr. Thomas Waller was the first 


postmaster of Portsmouth, lie was 
appointed in 1800 and held the office 
until his death in 1823. 
He kept it 


in a small building, now gone, on the 
lot where Wm. Burt now resides on 
Front street. At Dr. Waller's ^death 
in 1823, John R. Turner was ap- 
pointed post-master 
and held 
the 


office until 1837, when James Lod- 
wick, who was appointed 
by Presi- 


dent Jackson, succeeded him. Turner 
retained the office in what was form- 
erly Dr. Thomas Waller's office, on 
tlie Win. Burt lot, during the whole 
period he held it. 
Dr. Waller at the 


time of his death was president of 
the Commercial bank. 
John 
R. 


Turner was elected as his successor 
in that position and held it f®r a 
number of years. 


In 1811 Mr. Turner was appointed 


recorder of Scioto county and held 
that office for many years. 
He kept 


the office in a building on the lot 
where Mrs. Mann 
now 
resides, 


directly opposite tlie residence of Mr. 
John G. Peebles.

.Samuel Reed, vice-president of the 
Portsmouth National bank. 


After retiring 
from the - clerk's 


office in 1854, Mr. Turner was elected 
mayor of the city of Portsmouth ID 
1855 for a term of two years. 
He 


had served as mayor of the town for 
several years in the twenties. 
He 


was taken sick about_0ctober 2d,lS58, 
and died on Friday, October 15th, 
1858. 
He made his will on the 2d of 


October, 1858, and devised all of Jiis 
property to his wife.' His funeral oc- 
curred on Sunday, October 17th, 1858, 
and there was a larger concourse of 
people assembled at that time than 
had ever attended any other funeral 
in the city, and the military were 
out in full force. 


The lot, 118, which he had pui- 


chased from Henry Massie 'in 1813, 
was sold by his widow in 
18G9 for 


82,500. It is seldom in this country 
that a parcel of real estate remains in 
the same family for fifty-six jTears. 


Mr. Turner was ail'able to every- 


one. 
He seemed to know everyene. 


He was very fond of children and de- 
lighted in showing them attention.. 
He was a ready and fluent speaker 
and could always improve eacli and 
every public occasion for a speech, or 
a sermon, as might be required. 
He 


had his enemies, who thought he 
wanted to hold all the offices going 
about and that he wished to dictate 
how all public business should be 
transacted. Like every Virginian,he 
was a born politician, with an in- 
herited taste for public office. 
He 


had great respect for the 
"powers 


that be," and always managed to re- 
tain and hold their good will, whether 
those "powers" were Whigs or Demo- 
crats. 
He was a useful man in his 


day and generation, and no public 
business ever suffered at his hands. 
From 1808 to 1858, a period of fifty 
years, his figure and his words were 
familiar to every citi/en of our fair 
':ity and his activities did not cease 
until the commencement of his last 
sickness. 
In politics he was a Whig, 


though lie did not disdain political 
favors from his opponents. lie was a 
great friend of Judge Joseph Moore, 
associate judge of the court of com- 
mon pleas of this county. His widow, 
Susan Turner, died January 19th, 
1878, at the 
residence 
of Judge 


Moore, in this county, in her seventy- 
ninth year. 


When Mr. Turner was a young man 


it was the day of small things in 
Portsmouth. 
The county had no 


court house until 181C, and the the 
building so-called contained nothing 
but a court room. The pulbic offices 
were kept else where. 
In 1827, nine- 


teen years after Mr. Turner located 
here, the town had but 570 people 
and but two schools. 
In 1830 the 


population had 
increased to 1,378. 


It was not until 1839 that the Colum- 
bus and Portsmouth turnpike was be- 
gun. 
Prior to 1837 all of tlio city 


north of Fourth street was in forest. 
The town was not incorporated until 
December 2!»t!i, ISl-i. 
The common 


council organized March 15th, 1815. 
and did not hold another meeting un- 
til May 1st. following. 
Tlie first 


market house was not opened until 
May 24th.1824. In 1S37, the youth of 
school age were 454 and the value of 
the school 
buildings 3500— one a 


frame house in the lower end of the 
town, and ihc other a log house on 
Second and ChUlicothe streets. 
The 


total amount paid the teachers was 
*277: school funds, *f)2'.>.80. 
When 


John R. Turner was appointed post- 
master in 1S2:!,there was a mail twice 
a week to Cliillicotlie and return, car- 
ried on horseback. Portsmouth had 
no daily mai! to Columbus until 18:ift.

ing to distance. 
Mr. Turner, during 


across

The 
stench was terrible. 


This happened at a, cemetery within 


the city limits. The authorities and 
the cemetery officials say it is impos- 
sible to get men to work at the crema- 
tion. 


Wages of a dollar a day proves no

The unconsumed bodies will he left 


upon the earth until fine weather may 
help the work of cremation. 


These 70 corpses represent two days' 


dead from the Spanish camp. 


The danger to the population from 


the stench, the presence of the buz- 
zards, vultures and flies is Incalcula- 
ble.
